ooourred on Wednesday in the midst of the fos- 
tivities, and which hava evokod the sympathy of 
the antira community. During the firing of the 
royal ssluta at ovon au sovident cccarrad to one 
.of the gans on board the British sloop Mutine. 
Tho gau'bnd missed fies, and during the investi- 
Ration into the cause tho breech was boing closed 
while the charga was still in. By an oversight, 
spparently, ths paronssion taba, had not been ex: 
tracted, nod the olosing of the breech cansed an 
explosion, by which one man was killed, anoth»r 
mortally wounded, and o third secioasly injured, 
while several others roovirved small hurts. The 
thrae formar, George. Jackson, Edward Wiolan- 
den, and — Gandiman ware taken to tha Naval 
Aospital, where the latter still lies suffering 
from injuries to his fsco and eyes, 4 
At night, during the lotting off of the fire 
works, abont a quirtor past elovon, two gunnora 
‘of the Royal Artillery, Ernest Brand and Wil- 
Yam Borrett, were killod by an explosion on tha 
P, aul 0. lighter Stornoeay.. The rookets and 
other fireworks wors stored in the hold of the 
lightor, which was coverad over and protected, 
lowing only a small opening in the hatoh. The 
duty of the docaased, who wera down below, was 


the uponiag fur discharge on an adjoining raft. 
-Arocket foll on the lighter, and ‘a spark fouud, 
its way below, caysidy-an explosion. Both man

just fired's volley and waa putting another sup- 
ply of rookeld into the atand, Thad my back 
turned to the lighter.
